T he d efe nd a nts w ere rep resented 
by P . D . H a s ta in, w ho say s the 
statu tes do no t p ro v ide any p u nish­ 
m e nt for a m ere a tte m p t to abdu ct. 


M r. R o g e rs say s he is p ositiv e 
tha t the w o m an in the case is not 
m arried to H e y m a n, or if she is 
she has been div orced from D e g ­ 
nan 
and rem arried all w ithin a 
p eriod of six weeks.

H e y m a n and the w o m an learned 
they 
w ere 
to

arrested

offered R iley W ells, the hackm an, 
$20 to get them ou t of to w n, bu t 
he declined to accep t. 


H e y m a n and

all bro ken u p ov er their arrest. 
T he fo rm e r’s greatest fear w as 
tha t his em p loy ers w o u ld learn of 
the trou ble in w hich he had be­ 
come^ inv olv ed, in w hich ev ent, he 
said, he w ou ld hav e to seek a new 
job. 
H e denied tha t there was any a t­ 
te m p t at abdu ctio n u p o n the p art 
of any one, and ex p lained that the 
w hole trou ble arose ov er W r i g h t ’s 
a tte m p t 
to keep an engagerrient 
m ade w ith Miss R o g ers last S u n­ 
day 
nig ht. 
H is w ife had nev er 
sent for A nna to come to S iche r’s 
hotel, and the story to tha t effect 
w as 
told by W r ig ht sim p ly as a 
ru se to get the girl aw a y from her 
sister’s home. 
M rs. H e y m a n’s greatest fear was 
tha t she w o u ld get her nam e in the 
S t.

she resigned herself to her fate.

Tlie Oi'(liiiaru :e Will Likelv Be 
Aineiided. 


3 IAY0R THEN TO SHiN IT. 


Secretary of the Mex ico Fair Tells 
How His City Was Greatly 
Benefited. 


M ay o r W . C. (Jv erstreet has not 
y et signed the’ ordinance g ra nting 
to 
Messrs. H e rring to n, 
Stev ens, 
Bloch and their associates tlie right 
to bold a street fair in S ed aha this 
fall, bu t is ex p ected to do so after 
it is slightly am ended at nex t M o n­ 
day nig ht’s m eeting of the city 
cou ncil. 
F . V . G entry , w ho w as secre­ 
tary of the M ex ico street fair last 
fall, w as at N e v a d a y esterday and 
the follow ing interv iew w ith him 
ap p eared in the E v e ning Post : 
“ T here is no thing like a well 
m anaged 
street 
fair 
to p rom ote 
bu siness in a to w n. 
“ O u r three d ay s’ fair giv en last 
O cto ber wx is a great su ccess. 
W e 
gav e it at tha t date in order not to 
conilict w ith ou r co u nty fair, and 
1 will say right here that a street 
fair interferes in no resp ect w ith a 
co u ntv fair if m anaged p rop erly . 
“ O u r city cou ncil gav e u s the 
city , so to sp eak, on the three day s 
ou r street fair was in p rogress, and 
we p erm itted no gam bling dev ices 
of any sort, no street fakirs, 
no 
hu cksters’ stands, no chu rch d in­ 
ners, in fact, no thing ou tside of 
the regu lar channels of bu siness on 
the street# on those day s. 
“ T he p u blic sq u are was rop ed off 
for ou r booths and for the p u blic, 
no v ehicles or horsemen being p er­ 
m itted w ithin the enclosu re.’ 
“ T he farmers of the cou nty were 
inv ited to bring in ex hibits of their 
p rodu cts. 
T hese w ere ex hibited 
free and su itable p rem iu m s a w a rd ­ 
ed. 
O u r p rem iu m s ran from $i to 
$100 in 
v alu e 
and 
aggregated 
$2,000. 
E v e ry thing 
at 
the 
fair 
was free to all. 
E v ery ex hibitor 
and v isitor w as m ade to feel w'el- 
come to see ev ery thing 
w itho u t 
p rice to any . 
“ T here w as a 
crow’d 
on 
the 
streets at all hou rs day and nig ht 
and bu siness w as on a boom. 
O u r 
booths w ere bu ilt entirely arou nd 
the sq u are, and w ere lighted u p 
w ith electricity at night, giv ing 
them a most attractiv e ap p earance. 
“ O u r bu siness m en w ere bene­ 
fited for the reason tha t trade was 
greatly increased, m any of them 
doing more bu siness in those three 
day s than they had done in a w eek 
before. 
“ O ne side of ou r p u blic sq u are 
w as giv en u p entirely to the corn 
ex hibit. 
T here were 1,000 entries 
for corn alone. 
In all w e had 
2,8 07 ex hibits of one sort or a n­ 
other of farm p rodu cts. 
T he fair 
w as a w inner for ou r bu siness men 
and p rov ed p o p u lar w ith the p eo ­ 
p le of the co u nty . 
If y ou try it 
here y ou are su re to find the ex p e­ 
rim ent 
w o rth 
rep eating , 
as we 
hav e d o ne .”

Was Used by the Workmen of Ancient 
Egypt. 
Saws were used by the 
ancient 
plgyptians. 
One that was discovered, 
with several other ear] >enters’ tools, 
in a pri'ate tomb at Thebes, is now 
preserved in the British 
museum. 
The blade, which appears to be of 
brass, is lOJ inches longand 1 \ inches 
broad at the widest ] ) art. 
The teeth 
are irregular, and appear to have Iscen 
formed by striking a hlunt-edged in- 
strumeiit against the edge oi 
ilic 
plate, the hiir, or rough 
shoulder, 
thus produced not being removed. A 
painting copied in Bosellini s work 
on Ivgyptian aniif| uities represents a 
man using a similar saw, the piece of 
wood which he is cutting being held 
between two upright posts. In other 
representations the timber is hound 
with rojies to a single post, and in one, 
also copied by Roscllini, the work­ 
man is engaged in tightening 
the 
rope, having left the saw sticking in 
the cut. In an engraving given in the 
thii’d volume of 
ilkinson s Plan­ 
ners and Customs of 
the 
Ancient 
Egyptians,” a saw is represented of 
juuch larger dimensions, its length 
being, by comparison with the man, 
not less than three or four feet. 
It 
does not appear that the Egyptians 
used saws worked by two men. Tlie 
invention of saws was \ 3I*20X S ^ 
tributed by tbe Greeks to two or three 
individuals, who are supposed to have 
taken tbe idea from tbe jawbone of a 
snake or tlie Ijackbone of a iisb. There 
is a very curious picture among tbe re­ 
mains discovered in the ruins of Her­ 
culaneum, representing tbe interioi 
of a carpenter's workshop, with two 
genii cutting a piece of wood with a 
frame saw, and on an altar preserved 
in tbe Capitoline museum at Home 
there is a perfect representation of a 
bow saw, exactly resembling, in the 
form of the frame and tbe twisted 
cord for tightening it, tliose used by 
modern carpenters. 
From these re­ 
mains it is evident that these forms 
of the instruments were known to the 
ancients.— London Architect.

He was born in Scotland

around the world, and he never had 
a serious accident.

The highways of Siam are the sev ­ 
eral large riv ers tliat run through the 
country from north to south, and the 
innumerab le klongs (canals) which 
cross-section all its lower portion and 
connect tiic more im portant water­ 
ways. 
Sav e in the most northerly 
part of the country, there is practical- 
Iv no ov erland trav el; while the oeea- 
sional roads of southern Siam reach 
b ack towards the edge of the jungles, 
and are used b ut little, except l?y the 
trib es tliat b ring their crude jiroduets 
to the seltlements for b arter and the 
v ery few that go into the jungle to 
hunt. The main arteries of t ra\ el are 
the watcreoiirsc.s, along which extend 
the v illages, and where amph* oppor­ 
tunity olfcrs for tlie perfeetion of that 
skill with the paddle of whiidi certain­ 
ly ev ery man, and apparently ev ery 
woman and child, is possessed. 
Tliese^Siamese are the most ex])crt 
watermen of the cast, and in 
their 
ab andon on the riv er and perfect case 
in handling their b oats amidst diili- 
culties, are equalled, in my judgm ent, 
only b y the Lsqttimaux. The ]\iahiy, 
too, is a consummate waterman, b ut 
his craft is dilfercntly rigged.

in September or be put 
down as a blowhard and brfc^g^wrr. 


If they do fight in September, 
what then? 
W ill 
Jeffries 
have 
the picnic 
with Sharkey he had with Fitz in 
the closing rounds of their battle? 
W ell, hardly. 
In fact, it is easy to draw a line 
on these two. 
On M ay 6, 1S98, a little over a 
year ago, Sharkey and Jeffries met 
at San Francisco and in the twenty 
rounds in which they faced each 
other neither had a decided ad­ 
vantage over the other. 
True, at the end, 
the referee 
gave the decision to Jeffries, but 
Sharkey’s side said they expected 
nothing better than that, for A lex 
Greggains,

Formed In a Waterspoiu. 
H u d s o n, W is ., 
June 13.— O ne 
of the most terrific tornadoes ever 
w itnessed by the citizens of H u d ­ 
son passed through 
the 
country 
here about 
5 :30 yesterday after­ 
noon. 
It form ed in a waterspout 
four miles south of H udson, on 
L a k e St. C ro ix . 
It w as witnessed 
by hundreds of people and seemed 
to follow the lake and to be m a k ­ 
in g directly for the city, but about 
tw o miles south it veered to the 
east and left the lake and crossed 
the country. 
It w as about tw e n ty 
rods 
w id e and destroyed 
e v e r y ­ 
th in g in its track. 
T h e first building struck was on 
the farm of F . C . M attison. 
O ne 
edge of the storm struck his build­ 
ings, tw isted his barn out of shape 
and th r o w in g his w in d m ill some 
rods. 
It then struck the G ridley 
farm. 
T h e fam ily, seeing it corn­ 
ing, fled for a large stone quarry 
about tw e n ty rods from the house, 
w here they remained safely until 
it 
passed. 
T h e house is a small 
brick one and held to the founda­ 
tion, bat the angles w ere torn from 
the roof. 
T h e tornado veered to 
the north, 
leavin g 
the buildings 
unharmed, but tearing large oak 
trees three feet in diameter out by 
the roots and tw is tin g them into 
every conceivable shape. 
A b o u t one-half mile northeast of 
there it struck the buildings of II. 
S. M attison. Just before the storm 
reached the place the fam ily and 
farm help fled for the cellar. 
T h e 
cellar door had just closed w hen 
the crash came. 
T h is place was 
directly in 
the line of the storm 
and not a building, tree, w a go n or 
piece of m achinery is left whole. 
T b e house w as com pletely sw ept 
from its foundation and nothing 
remained but the 
floor coverin g 
the people in the cellar. 
N o t one 
of them w a s harmed. 
E v e r y piece 
of furniture w as carried for rods 
and literally torn into shreds. 
B e ­ 
sides 
the house there w ere tw o 
large barns, 
m achine sheds 
and 
outbuildings, and all w ere destroy­ 
ed. 
F o r ty cattle and 
100 sheep 
cannot be found at this hour. 
W . 
J. G ilp in , w h o w as passing at the 
time, 
drove in there for shelter, 
but w as unable to reach the cel­ 
lar. 
H e says that it w as not over tw o 
seconds after the tornado struck 
him before it w as all over and he 
found himself under a part of a 
lumber 
w a g o n , 
w ith 
timbers, 
horses and m ach in ery everyw h ere 
about him. 
H e w as unhurt, 
but 
badly shaken up. 
T h e 
storm 
passed 
on 
to 
the 
northeast, 
destroying 
everyth in g 
in its w a k e , and w as follow ed by 
rain in torrents and terrible light-
